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Ae | INTRODUCTION 


The purpose of "heritage conservation" is to pass 
on to the future, the gift of the past. In Canada, 
all levels of government and many private agencies 
are involved in the preservation of cultural and 
historical resources of this country. 


At the Federal level, the responsibility of heritage 
conservation lies with the Department of Indian and 
Northern Affairs. On the advice of the Historic 

Sites and Monuments Board of Canada, the Minister of 
Northern and Indian Affairs may declare buildings and 
historic sites to be of national historic and/or 
architectural significance and may mark such sites with 
plaques and make other arrangements for marking or 
commemorating historic places. 


The largest national heritage organization is "Heritage 
Canada" which is a non-profit, charitable organization. 
This organization has received a one-time endorsement 
grant of 12 million dollars from the Federal Government. 
Interest from this fund is intended to be used to 
purchase and renovate property and buildings of national 
significance. Public donations, bequests etc, are some 
of other sources of revenue for this organization. 
"Heritage Canada" can use portions Of “ts revenue co 
help local organizations to preserve property and buildings 
of merit as well as for information and public education 
programs. 


At the provincial level the resvonsibility for heritage 
conservation is vested in the Provincial Ministry of 
Culture and Recreation. The Ministry operates through 

a foundation called “The Ontario Heritage Foundation". The 
foundation is currently composed of twenty-five (25) 
advisory board members and a chairman, appointed by the 
Provincial Government. Two members on the board are 
residents of Hamilton-Wentworth Region. 


At the Municipal level, the authority for 
conservation, protection and preservation of 
heritage is derived from the Ontario Heritage 
Act (1975). “The Act enables municipalities to 
protect buildings and areas of architectural and 
historical value. 


Part lV Gf the Act allows for individual property 
designation and under this part, a municipality is 
empowered to: 


- keep a register of properties designated 
ander Part iV Of the Act which is to contain: 


(a) a legal description of the designated 
property, | 


(b) the name and address of the owner, and 


(c) a short statement of the reasons for 
designation of the property. 


- establish a Local Architectural Conservation 
Advisory Committee ( LACAC ), by by-law, 
to advise and assist the Council on all 
matters regarding conservation of buildings 
of historic or architectural value and the 
designation of heritage conservation 
@istricts. Local Councils, after consultation 
with LACAC have the power to: 


(a) designate by by-law, property within the 
municipality to be of historic or 
architectural value or interest, 


(b) pass a by-law repealing the historical 
designation of a property, 


(c) delete properties from the above-noted Register, 

(ad) refuse an application or give consent to an 
application upon certain conditions, which 
proposesto alter or demolish a designated 


property Of historical or archi vectural Value, 


and 


(e) pass by-laws providing for the making 
of a grant or loan to the owner of a 
historically or architecturally designated 
property and the conditions of that grant 
or Loan. 


Jurisdiction for the conservation of resources of 
archaeological value lies primarily with the Province. 


Ie HERITAGE CONSERVATION 
WITHIN THE REGION 


Approximately 15 public and private organizations 
(including Hamilton-Wentworth Region) are presently 
involved in promoting the conservation of historacal 
resources in the Region. 


The Area Municipalities of Ancaster, Dundas, Flam- 
borough, and Hamilton have LACAC committees which 
operate under the Ontario Heritage Act. An Lust or 
buildings in public ownership, which have been 
designated, is listed in the Appendix A. The City 
of Hamilton also has a Historical Board. 


Private organizations are listed in Appendix B. These 
groups conduct activities related to heritage 
conservation including preparation of publications 

on the history of the whole or parts of the Area 
Municipalities, organizing publicity and events to 
stimulate interest in local history and promotion 

of exhibits and displays. 


De RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE 
REGIOWAL MUNICIPALITY 


Presently, the Council of the Regional Municipality 
of Hamilton-Wentworth has direct and indirect 
responsibilities in the management Of historical 
resources. 


The Regional Council has the direct responsibility 
for supporting and managing the Wentworth Pioneer 
Village, other Regionally owned heritage buildings 
such as the Old Pump House on Woodward Avenue, and 
for providing grants to various private groups 
concerned with the protection of historical resources. 


Indirectly, Regional Council is involved in the 
management of historical resources located on lands 
owned by the Conservation Authorities. Tiyie 1ndrrece 
involvement arises from the appointment of members and 
the provision of funds to the Conservation Authorities. 


The area municipalities may delegate their powers to 
Regional Council as defined in the Ontario Heritage 
Act, if the area municipalities find difficulty in 
funding and researching the management Of het: 
historical resources or for any other reasons. In such 
cases it is the responsibility of Regional Council to 
accept these delegated powers. 


With the exception of the Regional responsibilities 
mentioned above and any Provincial and Federal 
responsibilities, the area municipalities are the 
principal bodies responsible for heritage protection 
as specified in the Ontario Heritage Act. 


al POLICIcS OF THE RESTONAL 
OFFICIAL PLAN 


The subject of heritage conservation was given considerable 
attention during the preparation of the Regional Official 
Plan. The role of local municipalities under the 

Ontario Heritage Act was recognizec. However, 

because of the many diverse organizations involved in 

this area, it was the general consensus Gf *thevecetitzen 
participants who gave input to Policy formulation for 

the Regional Official Plan, that there is a need for an 
organization which could act as an umbrella »roviding 
overall co-ordination in the conservation efforts 


iat bese Region. The Regional Cfficial Plan cails for the 
establishment and support of a Regional Heritage 
Foundation. The relevant policy states that the 


Regional Council will: 


Establish and support a "Regional 

leritage Foundation" whose main functions 
will be to manage the historical resources 
owned by the Region and to work in 
co-operation with the Area Municipalities. 
Thais sbody will: 


- inventory the property owned by the Region 
to determine historic resources which 
1t..0wnss: 


- advise in matters pertaining to the management 
of historical resources owned by the Region. 


- provide research assistance to the Area 
Municipalities. 


- with a view to promoting the protection of 
historical resources of Regional significance, 
co-operate with Area Municipalities and 
other agencies in identifying such resources. 


-~ explore various means of funding the manage- 
mMentreof historical resources. 


- administer the powers of the Ontario Heritage 
Act delegated to Regional Council by the Area 
Municipalities. 


~ establish an inventory of all archaelogical 
sites within the Region. 


4, EXPERIENCE OF OTHER 
REGIONS 


A telephone survey of Regional Municipalities was 
conducted to identify methods of managing a heritage 
foundation. The Regional Municipality of Waterloo 
is the only Region which has established a Heritage 
Foundation. The Foundation has been onerating 
gatisractoriiy since, 1974. 


The Waterloo Heritage Foundation is a non-profit 
corporation and it operates on annual grants from 
the Regional Municipality of Waterloo. This 
Foundation received a grant of $44,000 in 1979. 
(app .) 15° per capita). 


Besides the per capita grant, the Foundation has been 
receiving grants,for specific projects, from. other 
sources such as Ontario Heritage, Wintario etc. It 
also receives donations from citizens and raises 
funds through various fund raising Campaigns. 


The Waterloo Heritage Foundation is managed by 

a board of fifteen (15) directors. Members 
include representatives from Regional Council 
(2), four (4) representatives from historical 
societies and Doon Pioneer Village, and two (2) 
representatives from University (Waterloo and 
Wilfred Laurier) history departments. These 
positions require approval by Regional Council. 
In addition, seven (7) members of the public are 
elected by the Foundation. 


The Foundation reports on significant matters, 
directly to Regional Council. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


Based on the foregoing it is recommended that:

the establishment of a “Heritage Foundation" 
be approved in principle by the Regional 
Councils. 


A working sub-committee, be established, 

composed of two (2) members of the Planning 

and Development Committee; the Regional 

Solicitor or his appointee; Commissioner of 
Planning and Development or his appointee; 
Commissioner of Finance or his appointee and The 
Director of Economic Development or his appointee 
prepare and submit for Regional Council's 

approval, a constitution and By-laws setting 

out the objectives, make-up, fiscal arrangement 

and other guidelines governing the functions 

of the Foundation. : 
This report be forwarded to the Area Municipalities, 
Local Architectural Conservation Adivsory Committees 
and Heritage Groups for their comments and response. 


An approvriate newspaper advertisement be 
placed in Spectator advising the GLELZens; 
Of Regional Council"s intention to establish 
a Heritage Foundation.
